This is the text of Judge Taylor's 
speech in last Saturday's JVew«, fol- 
lowed up in the course of his five 
column discussion on it, by the spe- 
cific question: 


Will the.elecdon of General Hmcoch 
remit in putting into the hands of the 
political leaders of the smdh more poiotr 
over the government than they ought to 
have? 


And what is the matter with Gen- 
eral Hancock ? In what single in- 
stance has he failed either in courage, 
capacity or patriotiaoi ? Has he not 
filled every place to which he has been 
called, both military and civil, with 
as large measure of all n«:-fded quali- 
fications as any of them have received 
at the hands of any man before him ? 
In what particular will Judge Taylor 
undertake to say that Mr. Gar- 
field has excelled him in the perform- 
ance of any single civil or military 
duty? As a pnrtisan wrangler in 
Congressional debate, we concede to 
Mr. Garfield longer experience and 
larger opportunities for practice; but 
outside of partisan services such as 
these, we deny to him any experience 
whatever in the civil administration. 
He la totally without experience in 
.the execution or administration of 
the laws. On the contrary General 
Hancock as military governor of Lou- 
isiana and Texas has shown a fitness 
and capacity for it absolutely with- 
out parallel in the annals of any 
country. So much for their experi- 
ences in the civil administration. 
Garfield «bsolutely without any, and 
Haaoock att as « beacon to guide fu- 
ture generation« by the brilliancy of 
his aenrice in it. 


But let us apply other testa 
to the two men. Garfield has been 
all hia life occupied in civil employ- 
ment, except his brief episode in the 
army, which some say he left in 
something like indecent haste, just on 
the eve of an engagement, in which, 
with some little experience, he might 
have been of some account, in order 
to take his seat in Congress, which 
was not to meet until weeks after the 
pending battle should be fought, and 
in which he could, as new member, be 
of no account whatever. 
Surely, 
these things, if true, mark him as 
peculiarly fitted for the civil, as con- 
trasted with the military service. 
And yet there is nothing that induces 
us to believe that those who best 
knew the value of his civil services 
ever thought him peculiarly fitted for 
the governorship, even of a State. 
At least, his services were never called 
for where his party aflSliations have 
always been STich that he might have 
been elected Governor at any time if 
he had been supposed peculiarly fitted 
for it. 


What then, we ask, is the matter 
with Hancock? 
Evidently nothing 
at all. Instead of Hancock, it is "the 
Southern leaders" that arf^ brigaded 
just in rear of him in the question, 
that Judge Taylor and the ^publii- 
can party profess to fear. 
But 
neither Uncock nor the Democrats 
fear them. If Hancock and the Dem- 
ocrats, aided by Eepub(ican«i, over- 
came them when they had arms in 
their hands, surely they need not 
fear them now when wholly unarmed. 
If, however, trouble should come be- 
tween Northern Democrats and Han- 
cock on

The 
steadiness of Júpiteres light, especially 
when he is near the meridian, adds to 
the beauty of the scene.

Yet 
astronomers say Jupiter's attraction is 
so gre|tat.,hi8 perihelion^ that even 
tüte sua slidwá á s effects in p%dical 
convulsions, and in the extraordinary 
display of electric forces.
